Entering its seventh week of 
instruction, a total of 2(17 boys 
and girls of the fourth, fifth 
and sixth grades attending the 
Torrance Elementary, Fern Ave­ 
nue and Walteria schools, were 
released for one hour of in­ 
struction to the foul religious 
groups participating in the pro­ 
gram.
